Dr. Iu*e J. Driver, head of the Bu­ 
reau of Rural Education of the Penn­ 
sylvania 
Departm ent 
of Public In­ 
struction, gave a splendid address on 
“ School Consolidation” before an au­ 
dience of one hundred and fifty peo­ 
ple in the Fairfield High School build­ 
ing Monday night. 
Dr. Driver went to Fairfield for the 
purpose of explaining the advantage 
of school consolidation to the people 
of that community and in the opinion 
of the audience he succeeded. 
His 
delivery was excellent and his points 
were brought out with crystal like 
clearness. 
That consolidation of schools means 
better moral education as well as l a t ­ 
ter book education was one of the 
points most strongly emphacised by 
the speaker.
